tions and represent the professional opin- 
ion of sea officers of wide experience, in 


both peace and war. 


The General Board was first established 
by Secretary Long on 13 March 1900, and 
in effect was a continuation of the Naval 
War Board hastily convened in 1898 when 
war with Spain was imminent. Admiral 
of the Navy George Dewey was its first 
President. Through the nearly fifty years 
of its existence it has had as members 
many of the Navy’s most distinguished 
and able officers. It has considered many 
Problems that have been of great impor- 
tance to the country and the Navy. These 
include matters of Policy, Organization, 
Aviation Development, Naval Bases and 
Shore Establishment, Panama Canal, In- 
ternational Law, Limitation of Naval 
Armaments, Ship Construction Program, 
Retention of Pacific Air Bases, Functions 
of Navy in support of a National War Ef- 
fort, Building Program 1950-59, and Major 
Problems presently confronting the Navy. 
These are but a few of the many studies 
made by the General Board and many of 
them are extensive and comprehensive 
as the Board receives testimony from the 
expert technical and other agencies in 
the department and endeavors to reach 
its decision after considering the broadest 
aspects of the problem as well as the tech- 
nical details where involved.

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House Halts NME Bill; 


Short Version Favored 


After voting to set aside the Tydings 
bill for strengthening the National Mili- 
tary Establishment, the House Commit- 
tee on Armed Services this week took up 
and reported favorably a new bill which 
embraces only Title IV of the original 
measure and covers budgetary and fiscal 
procedures. 

The vote to drop the Tydings bill came 
12 July after Representative Van Zandt 
(R-Pa.), a Naval Reserve captain, in- 
formed the Committee that he had learn- 
ed that Secretary of Defense Johnson had 
issued orders that all reports from the 
military departments concerning the 
B-36 controversy must be submitted to 
Under Secretary Early before being sent 
to the Committee. 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) declared: 
“There will be no censoring or chaperon- 
ing. I will accept a motion to postpone 
consideration of S. 1843 (unification bill) 
until the B-36 investigation is completed.” 


Representative Dewey Short (R-Mo) 
ranking minority member of the Com- 
mittee then made the motion and it was 
carried by a vote of 13 to 12. 

The abrupt termination of the unifica- 
tion hearings aroused considerable ad- 
verse comment among members of the 
House who believe that strengthening the 
powers of the Secretary of Defense will 
save from $1,000,000,000 to $2,500,000,000 
annually in appropriations. Mr. Vinson, 
however, assured them that he favors the 
bill but wants adequate safeguards put 
into it. He said the B-36 investigation 
would be done speedily so that the com- 
mittee could return to the unification 
project. 

The next day Representative Vinson 
visited the White House for a conference 
with President Truman. The Chairman 
explained that the Tydings bill could now 
be reconsidered only by a unanimous vote 
of the committee. Subsequently he put 
the motion to the committee to recon- 
sider, but Representative Hebert (D-La.) 
objected. Then the Committee took up a 
bill introduced 13 July by Representative 
Short embracing title four of the Tydings 
bill, “Promotion of Economy and Effi- 
ciency through establishment of uniform 
budgetary and fiscal procedures and or- 
ganizations.” This bill the committee re- 
ported and Mr. Vinson predicted would 
be promptly passed by the House. 

In the Senate, or on the floor of the 
House, its number can be changed to 
conform with the number of the Tydings 
bill. The Senate will send it to confer- 
ence, where Mr. Vinson, as top House 
conferee will move to accept the Senate 
version with the modifying amendments 
he favors as “safeguards.” By this cir- 
cuitous route, it is planned to enact the 
bill theoretically shelved by the House 
Committee. 

As soon as word of the committee’s 
original action reached the Pentagon, the 
National Military Establishment’s office 
of public information issued a statement 
by Secretary Johnson and the text of offi- 
cial memoranda concerning the investi-

He holds 
the Legion of Merit, and Army Com- 
mendation Ribbon, in addition to overseas 
service ribbons. 

Chaplain Miller, an Episcopalian, is also 
59 years of age. He was made Chief of 
Chaplains 14 July 1945 and was advanced 
to the rank of major general 13 Dec. of 
that year.

Permanent Air Force Promotions 


Responding to an ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL inquiry, Air Force officials re- 
ported this week statistics concerning 
the impending permanent promotions of 
officers to the ranks of major and lieu- 
tenant colonel. 

According to latest figures, the Air 
Force authorized 3,772 permanent ma- 
jors, has 3,215 on duty, leaving vacancies 
for 557; while 2,779 permanent lieutenant 
colonels are authorized, with 1,468 on 
duty, leaving 1,311 vacancies. 

If 1,023 permanent colonel vacancies 
are added, the cumulative vacancies are 
2,891 for permanent major and 2,334 for 
permanent lieutenant colonel. 

It is understood that in selecting offi- 
cers for permanent advancement to per- 
manent major and permanent lieutenant 
colonel, the Air Force board will use the 
“fully qualified” method. The “fully quali- 
fied” policy also was utilized for the 
recent permanent promotions to captain. 

It was said that approximately 82 offi- 
cers have completed the statutory 14 
years’ promotion list service for promo- 
tion consideration to the rank of perma- 
nent major, while about 56 have com- 
pleted 21 years’ service requisite to statu- 
tory consideration for promotion to per- 
manent lieutenant colonel. 





Change in AF Oversea Service 

Effective 1 Sept., the only Air Force 
officers exempt from overseas service will 
be those having less than two years serv- 
ice remaining before statutory retire- 
ment. Heretofore, officers with 27 years 
or more service towards retirement were 





exempt from assignment abroad. 








Senate May Act on Pay 
Increases Next Week 


The Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee plans to take a final vote on the Kil- 
day Pay Bill on Tuesday, 19 July. If this 
vote is favorable, as is confidently ex- 
pected, the measure should reach the 
Senate calendar next week, with ex- 
cellent prospects for early passage. 

The date when the bill will come up 
for floor action will depend somewhat on 
the legislative situation, since there are 
several appropriations bills and other 
measures of major importance awaiting 
consideration. However, since the Pay 
Bill already has been passed by the House, 
and since it has the support of the Senate 
leadership it is believed that it will be 
given relatively high priority. 

During this week the Senate Armed 
Services Committee devoted several ex- 
ecutive sessions to consideration of com- 
mittee amendments and various sug- 
gested changes submited in writing by 
individuals and service organizations. The 
only changes in pay schedules approved 
by the committee added about $50 per 
month to the pay of general officers and 
those of flag rank. However, this increase 
was partially offset by a reduction in the 
monthly flight and submarine pay of gen- 
erals and admirals from $210 to $150 per 
month. 

The committee also made a liberalizing 
change in connection with Federal in- 
come tax on retired pay. Under the bill 
as passed by the House an individual 
physically incapacitated for active duty 
would have his retired pay computation 
based on the degree of disability or on 
length of service, whichever gave him the 
highest compensation. However, if the 
pay is based on the degree of disability 
it would be tax-exempt, but if it were 
based on length of service it would 
all be subject to tax. Under the Senate 
committee amendment that portion of a 
person’s retired pay corresponding to the 
extent of his disability would remain tax- 
exempt. For example, an officer with 20 
years’ service who was retired for 30 
per cent physical disability would receive 
by virtue of length of service, 50 per cent 
of his active duty pay. However, that por- 
tion of his retired pay which he would 
have received because of his 30 per cent 
physical incapacity would be tax-free, and 
he would be taxed only on the additional 
20 per cent of his active pay paid him 
because of length of service. 

With the exception of these changes, the 
bill as finally prepared for submission to 
the Senate is in much the same form 
as it passed the House. Most of the other 
amendments proposed by the committee 
are of a relatively minor nature and of 
a clarifying character. If passed by the 
Senate in its present form it is quite pos- 
sible that the amendments would be ac- 
ceptable to the House, obviating the 
necessity of sending the bill to confer- 
ence. 

Supporters of the Pay Bill were con- 
cerned this week over a report that the 
Senate committee might postpone action 
on this bill in retaliation for the decision 
of the House Armed Services Committee 
to defer consideration of important fea-

Army—AF Transfer , . 

Army and Air Force officials this week 
were preparing the last draft of a com- 
prehensive final order transferring from 
the Army to the Air Force miscellaneous 
powers, functions and duties not covered 
in the more than 30 previous transfer 
orders since passage of the National Se- 
curity Act of 1947. 

Publication of this final order, to be 
made before the 26 July deadline for 
transfer of activities and personnel from 
the Army to the Air Force, will culminate 
what officials describe as a “surprisingly 
smooth” separation and creation of a 
third department in the National Military 
Establishment. 

Not once during the long months of 
working out complex joint agreements 
concerning transfer of activities and per- 
sonnel has it been necessary for Army 
and Air Force officers to submit squabbles 
to the two Secretaries or to the Secretary 
of Defense for final resolution, the ARMy 
AND NAvy JOURNAL was told. 

In all cases, Army and Air Force com- 
mittees have been able to work out by 
compromise difficult separation problems, 
which have received top-level approval. 

These problems have involved such 
varied issues as the awarding of medals, 
and the establishment recently of sep- 
arate Air Force medical and chaplain de- 
partments. The creation of a distinct med- 
ical department for the Air Force is said 
to have been one of the most complicated 
separation problems, but officials em- 
phasize that all work will be completed 
by the 26 July deadline. 

Since passage of the National Security 
Act in 1947, and not counting medical 
officers and chaplains transferred from 
one Service to another, a total of 45,136 
officers—according to the latest official 
count—had been moved from the Army 
to the Air Force by mutual consent of 
the officer and the two Services. 

It is explained, however, that even after 
26 July the Army will continue to per- 
form some function for the Air Force and 
vice versa. This will be done to insure 
maximum economies. 

But subsequent to that date, the Army 
and Air Force will have no authority 
to arrange for the transfer of various 
functions from one Service to another. 
Such actions will have to be executed by 
the Secretary of Defense. The critical 
problem involved here is the degree of 
authority which the Secretary of Defense 
has in this regard, particularly insofar as 
he cannot transfer an officer from one 
Service to another. 


NME Medical Services Chiefs

Cost of Military Planes 

Despite higher performance, and more 
costly materials and production effort, the 
cost trend of new military planes deliv- 
ered to the U. S. government has been 
held far below the general price rise since 
1940, the Aircraft Industries Association, 
national trade association of the aircraft 
industry, has reported. " 

The AIA uses a typical fighter plane 
manufacturer as an illustration. In 1940, 
this manufacturer built a fighter at a cost 
of $13.29 per airframe pound. His modern 
fighter is produced today at a cost of 
$15.16 per pound, less than 20 per cent 
above prewar, despite the fact that costs 
and prices generally are 100 per cent more 
than prewar. 

Using range and load-carrying capacity 
as a gauge, the industry reveals that the 
purchase of a modern transport plane 
gets two and a half time as much for his 
money as he did in 1939. For each $100,000 
invested in transport planes the 1939 pur- 
chaser got the capacity to carry 7,060 
pounds 200 miles in an hour. Whereas to- 
day a like investment would purchase 
6,950 pounds for the same distance and 
time, were the 1949 plane bought with 
1939 dollars the capacity would be 18,400 
pounds. 


AT&T Firms Operate AEC Lab 


The Atomic Energy Commission has an- 
nounced that the services of the Western 
Electric Co. and the Bell Telephone Lab- 
oratories have been obtained for the op- 
eration of the Sandia Laboratory at San- 
dia Base, Albuquerque, N. M. Negotia- 
tions have been started on a contract for 
these services with the Western Electric 
Co., equipment manufacturing subsidiary 
of the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., in accordance with arrangements be- 
tween the Commission and Leroy A. Wil- 
son, President of AT&T. 


The new operator of the Laboratory will 
have an important function in bridging 
the gap between laboratory development 
work and the manufacturing operations 
on atomic weapons. Sandia is also an im- 
portant point of contact between AEC 
operations and military activities relating 
to atomic energy. 

The Sandia Laboratory has been oper- 
ated since 1945 by the University of Cali- 
fornia under its contract for the opera- 
tion of the Los Alamos Scientific Labora- 
tory. Sandia has grown from a small liai- 
son group representing Los Alamos into 
a major facility. The University of Cali- 
fornia advised the Commission last win- 
ter that the University felt it should not 
continue to manage Sandia as a part of 
the scientific research program of the 
Los Alamos Laboratory. 








Political Activities 

Representative Pat Sutton (D-Tenn) in- 
troduced a bill this week (HR 5599) to re- 
move personnel of the Armed Services 
from the provisions of the Hatch Act 
which now prohibits them from partici- 
pating in political activities. 

Mr. Sutton, a former Naval Reserve 
officer, told the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
that at present the Hatch Act takes away 
from Service personnel the right of every 
American citizen—political participation. 
He declared there is no reason why serv- 
ice personnel should be thus penalized 
and he proposes to restore that portion 
of their citizenship to them. 








The General Spaatz Collection 


Announcement was made this week by 
the Library of Congress of the acquisition 
of the papers of General Carl Spaatz, 
former Chief of Staff of the Air Force. 
The collection, comprising well in excess 
of 150,000 pieces, includes both personal 
papers which were his private property 
and extra copies of official documents 
assembled by General Spaatz or his staff. 

An agreement was signed between Gen- 
eral Spaatz, General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, 
for the Air Force and Mr. Verner W. 
Clapp, for the Library of Congress, under 
which the papers are donated to the 
Library. During his lifetime access to his 
personal papers shall be given only to 
him and to persons designated or ap- 
proved by him. As to the official papers, 
the Library agreed to “maintain such 
security measures and to implement such 
policy for access to and use of these 
papers as the Department of the Air 
Force may impose.” 

The “Diary” portion of the papers ex- 
tends from 1922 to 1935, and then breaks 
for the period he was Chief of Staff of 
the Army Air Force, resuming again in 
1940 and continuing unbroken up to date. 





Forrestal Memorial Planned 

Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson has 
endorsed a proposal made by Senator Mil- 
lard E. Tydings, Chairman of the Senate 
Armed Forces Committee, that a memo- 
rial tribute to the late James V. Forrestal 
be located in the Pentagon through volun- 
tary contributions by his old associates 
“from top to bottom.” 

Senator Tydings suggested that a mem- 
orial bust of the first Secretary of De- 
fense be cast in bronze for appropriate 
placement in the headquarters building 
of the National Military Establishment. 
Senator Tydings felt that no one should 
contribute more than a dollar to the fund 
and enclosed his own personal contribu- 
tion. 

Secretary Johnson said that he was 
honored to be the second contributor. He 
explained that no general solicitation 
would be made. Employees who wish to 
do so may send in contributions not ex- 
ceeding one dollar to Robert Loftis, of the 
Office of the Secretary of Defense, who 
was named custodian of funds. Contribu- 
tions will be received until the end of the 
month. 





Credit for Intern Service 

The military departments, through the 
Secretary of Defense, have beenrequested 
by the House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices to express their views on the bill 
(HR 488) which proposes to “credit to 
active and retired officers of the Medical 
Department of the Army all service per- 
formed as interns in Army hospitals on a 
civilian-employee status.” 

The bill was introduced by Representa- 
tive Lane (D-Mass.). None of the Depart- 
ments has yet submitted a report on the 
bill.

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Fiscal 1950 Budget 

The Senate Appropriations Subcommit- 
tee considering the National Military 
Establishment Budget for fiscal year 
1950 this week made public the testimony 
of military officials although it has not 
yet reported the actual bill. 

What was revealed were pleas from 
the Army, Navy and Air Force for 
restoration of certain funds cut from the 
President’s budget by the House and the 
statement by Air Force officials that they 
support the President’s original request 
for 48 groups. The House voted to give the 
Air Force the $800,000,000 earmarked for 
Universal Military Training in the Presi- 
dent’s budget. This would permit the Air 
Force to add 10 groups to bring its 
strength to 58 groups during the current 
fiscal year. 

The following are highlights from the 
testimony of General Omar N. Bradley, 
USA, Admiral Louis Denfeld, USN, and 
General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF, be- 
fore the Senate subcommittee. 

Army 

General Bradley said he has come “to 
the obvious conclusion that this country 
cannot afford to maintain over a long 
period of time the force that can assure 
a quick victory.” Interestingly, during 
hearings on Air Force funds, General 
Vandenberg echoed General Bradley’s 
statement thusly: “We must face the fact 
that we cannot maintain at all times 
a force sufficient to guarantee an early 
victory against a powerful aggressor.” 

Noting that the House had cut $123,- 
000,000 from Army funds General Bradley 
urgently recommended to Senators the 
restoration of $36,725,904, of which major 
items are $13,692,000 for Finance service, 
$12,000,000 for Transportation service and 
$10,000,000 for Ordnance service. 

General Bradley explained that a 
restoration of $10,000,000 is urgently 
needed for procurement of quarter-ton 
trucks. He said the Army must begin to 
replace its old vehicles “if we intend to 
have an effective mobile striking force 
for an emergency.” 

The effect of 10 additional Air Force 
groups, as proposed by the House, on the 
Army was outlined by General Bradley, 
who said the Army would need 4,020 addi- 
tional military and 518 civilian personnel 
to support the expanded Air Force. He 
said that since every additional man costs 
more than $4,000 a year, the Army sup- 
port for the additional air groups would 
cost about $18,000,000. 

Navy 

Admiral Denfeld explained how reduced 
budget allotments will mean curtailed 
Navy activities during the present fiscal 
year. He said, for example, that whereas 
there were funds for 11 carriers in 1949, 
only eight would be used in 1950. Total 
active ships would be reduced from 777 
to 731, he added, while military personnel 
is to be cut from 606,537 to 527,271. 

Admiral Denfeld called for the avoid- 
ance of the “rigidity resulting from ex- 
clusive acceptance by the National Mili- 
tary Establishment of any single war 
Plan.” He said a “balanced composition” 
among the Armed Forces must be main- 
tained. 

With regard to House action on Navy 
funds, Admiral Denfeld reported that the 
House had cut $32,698,400, of which 
restoration was sought for $11,520,000. 
Failure to obtain these restorations, said 
Admiral Denfeld, “will have a serious, 
continuing and increasing effect upon our 
over-all efficiency and over-all readiness.” 

Major items for which the Navy sought 
Testoration were $6,385,000 for Ordnance 
and Ordnance stores, $3,833,000 for Main- 
tenance, Bureau of Yards and Docks; and 
$325,000 for Bureau of Naval Personnel 
Salaries, 

Air Force 

The Air Force position during the 
Senate testimony was more complex than

AF Foreign Service 

The Air Force has published new regu- 
lations concerning foreign service credits 
and assignments for specific geographical 
areas. The rules are designed “to insure 
equitable distribution of foreign duty for 
all personnel under Air Force assignment 
jurisdiction.” 

Important excerpts from AFR 35-39 fol- 
low: 

Credits. Individuals will be given Foreign 
Service Credits for all foreign service since 1 
Oct. 1947, on both temporary duty and perma- 
nent change of station regardless of duration 
or continuity of such service. The day of 
departure from Continental United States 
port of embarkation or aerial port of embar- 
kation will be the first day of foreign service 
and the day of return to the Continental 
United States port of debarkation or aer- 
ial port of debarkation will be the last 
day of foreign service. Individuals who 
return to the Continental United States from 
Overseas on leave, temporary duty, or de- 
tached service after 1 July 1949 will not re- 
ceive Foreign Service Credits for the time 
actually spent in the Continental United 
States. For the purpose of Foreign Service 
Credits, service in the United States is not 
foreign service regardless of location of per- 
manent residence. 

(a.) Computation. Credit for foreign serv- 
ice will be computed as follows: 

(1) No credit will be given for any foreign 
service prior to 7 December 1941. 

(2) Credit for foreign service performed 
from 7 December 1941 to 30 September 1946 
in a permanent status of periods of contin- 
uous temporary duty and/or detached serv- 
ice of 60 days or more will be computed on 
the basis of one point per month or major 
fraction thereof. No credit will be given for 
temporary duty or detached service for pe- 
riods of less than 60 days. 

(3) Credit for foreign service performed 
from 1 October 1946 to 30 September 1947 
in a permanent status or periods of contin- 
uous temporary duty and/or detached serv- 
ice of 60 days or more will be computed in 
accordance with the table shown in (5) below. 

(4) Credit for all foreign service subsequent 
to 1 October 1947, will be computed in ac- 
cordance with the table shown in (5) below. 

(5) The following table establishing For- 
eign Service Credits has been computed on a 
points-per-month basis with the base factor 
being 36 credits which is the equivalent of a 
normal tour of any foreign service area:

(6) Credit will be given for all service in 
excess of the normal foreign service tour at 
the credit rate prescribed for the respective 
oversea theaters. 

b. Commanding officers of all installations 
will cause the computation to be made of the 
Foreign Service Credits for all individuals as- 
signed to their stations with the least prac- 
ticable delay. 

(1) Foreign Service Credits for personnel 
presently on foreign service or who are on 
duty with other than Air Force military es- 
tablishments will be computed immediately. 
Credits for personnel, except Military Air 
Transport Service crew personnel, who are 
ordered overseas on temporary duty or de- 
tached service will be computed as soon as 
possible after completion of such duty. The 
interval of computation for Military Air 
Transport Service crew personnel will be de- 
termined by the commander, Military Air 
Transport Service; however, such computa- 
tion will be made at least annually. 

(2) Oversea organization commanders will 
compute credits earned by each individual 
upon the expiration of the individuals’ cur- 
rent tour of foreign service, as it is com- 
pleted, prior to departure of the individuals 
from their units for return to the United 
States. 

4. Rotation and Reassignment to Zone of 
Interior. All Air Force personnel normally 
will accumulate 36 Foreign Service Credits on 
their current oversea tour computed as pre- 
scribed in paragraph 3 (5) prior to return to 
Zone of Interior, unless eligible for return at 
an earlier date for discharge or separation. 
This does not preclude the return of person- 
nel at the discretion of the oversea comman- 
der prior to the completion of a foreign 
service tour. Returnees reassigned at the 
discretion of an oversea commander will not 
receive credit for a completed foreign serv- 
ice tour, but will receive credit for all foreign 
service performed. Officers and warrant offi- 
cers returned for separation because of expir- 
ation of service statement will not under any 
circumstances be approved for further re- 
tention on active duty. In connection with the 
above, it is emphasized that points are not 
established for the purpose of determining an 
oversea tour but are to be used for selection 
of individuals for foreign service. Exceptions 
are as follows: 

a. Officers and warrant officers finally se- 
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lected to attend schools in Zone of Interior 
and whose return at normal-rotation date will 
give them periods in Zone of Interior prior 
to reporting to school in excess of accrued 
or desired leave, will be retained in the over- 
sea command concerned for a sufficient pe- 
riod beyond normal-rotation date as will per- 
mit their return in time to take desired leave 
prior to reporting to school on the proper 
date. 

b. Air Force personnel whose dependents 
are present in the theatre may be retained 
on a voluntary basis for such added periods 
as may be required in those cases where re- 
strictions on travel of dependents preclude 
the travel of such dependents at the time in- 
dividuals would normally be returned to Zone 
of Interior for reassignment or release from 
the service. 

c. Consideration should be given wherever 
practicable to the earlier return of personnel 
where advancing pregnancy of wives will 
necessitate retention in the theater beyond 
the normal tour. Authority for such earlier 
return is delegated to oversea commanders. 

d. Air Force personnel reported to the De- 
partment of the Air Force for return to the 
United States for reassignment and upon 
whom Department of Air Force assignment 
instructions have been issued, will be re- 
turned to the United States regardless of 
other provisions of this Regulation. 

5. Rotation within Theater. In order to 
equalize hardships that may be experienced 
while on foreign service, Air Force comman- 
ders will establish assignment policies which 
will preclude individuals from serving unduly 
long periods at isolated stations or where 
climatic conditions impose undue hardships. 

6. Extensions. Oxersea commanders may 
grant extensions of foreign service tours in 
accordance with the following: 

a. Regular officers and warrant officers, not 
to exceed six months. 

b. Reserve officers and warrant officers, not 
to exceed six months provided their Air Force 
Service Statement has not expired. In cases 
where the statement time has expired, a new 
Air Force Service Statement will be manda- 
tory. 

c. Enlisted personnel, any period provided 
a satisfactory physical examination is ac- 
complished and if; in the opinion of the over- 
sea commander, such extension would not 
adversely affect the morale and welfare of the 
individual concerned. 

7. Recalled Personnel. Personnel recalled 
to active duty will be considered for foreign 
service assignment on the same basis as per- 
sonnel already on active duty. Officers and 
warrant officers will become eligible for for- 
eign service according to the number of 
months served on foreign service prior to 
separation. 

Foreign Service Tours 

8. Tours. Effective 1 July 1949 the normal 
foreign service tour for all Air Force and 
SCARWAF personnel, except general officers, 
is as prescribed below. With regard to tours 
and credits for general officers, no prescribed 
tour is set as general officers tours must of 
necessity be governed by the changing re- 
quirements of the service. However, foreign 
service tours as listed below will be used as 
a guide by Headquarters USAF in the world- 
wide assignments of general officers. 

a. Fort Churchill, Manitoba, Canada; and 
Dhahran Air Force Base, Dhahran, Saudi- 
Arabia—12 months. 

b. Greenland, Labrador, and adjacent areas 
including Fort Chimo, Baffin Island; Whittier 
and Nome, Alaska, and the Alaskan Penin- 
sula and Aleutian Chain West of the 162d 
meridian; and isolated detachments in Can- 
ada, Newfoundland, and Alaska, provided that 
service is continuous and unbroken except 
for leave, temporary duty, and similar 
changes of status which may remove the in- 
dividual from his station, as follows: 

(1) Individuals not accompanied by de- 
pendents—one year, except that an increase 
of the tour of duty by not more than three 
months is authorized to permit an orderly 
and systematic rotation of personnel when 
considered essential by the major air com- 
mand concerned. 

(2) Individuals accompanied by depend- 
ents—two years. 

ec. Alaska, other than specified above, as 
follows: 

(1) Individuals unaccompanied by depend- 
ents—18 months. 

(2) Individuals accompanied by depend- 
ents—24 months. 

d. The Azores and Newfoundland: 

(1) Individuals unaccompanied by depend- 
ents—18 months. 

(2) Individuals accompanied by depend- 
ents—24 months. 

e. Kwajalein and Johnston Islands, and 
isolated islands in the Pacific not otherwise 
provided for: 

(1) Individuals unaccompanied by depend- 
ents—12 months. 

(2) Individuals accompanied by depend- 
ents—24 months. 

f. Hawaiian Islands—three years. 

g. Okinawa, Guam, and Iwo Jima. 

(1) Individuals unaccompanied by depend- 
ents—15 months.

The Army has published new regula- 
tions authorizing post commanders to 
grant revocable leases for individual 
trailer sites within military reservations. 

A uniform rental charge of $42 per year 
will be charged. The Army will provide 
necessary utilities and other services to 
the lessee on a reimbursable basis. 

Special Regulations No. 405-50-10, “Real 
Estate, Trailer Sites,” now being pro- 
mulgated, states: 

‘*1. General.—In order to alleviate the ex- 
isting shortage of accommodations available 
for the housing of families of personnel of

the Department of the Army, the establish- 
ment of trailer camps within military reser- 
vations will be approved in appropriate situa- 
tions. In such instances, the Department of 
the Army will lease a suitable plot of land 
to interested personnel and provide necessary 
utilities and other services to the lessee on a 
reimbursable basis. The trailers will be fur- 


nished by prospective lessees. 

“2. Authority.—Effective immediately, post 
commanders are authorized to grant revo- 
cable leases to military personnel and civilian 
personnel authorized to occupy public quar- 
ters under provisions of paragraph 34, CPR 
P16.3, for the use and occupancy of individual 
trailer sites, approximately 30 feet in width 
and 50 feet in depth, within approved trailer 
camp areas, and to revoke or renew such 
leases. Leases will be granted under the au- 
thority of the act of 5 August 1947 (61 Stat. 
774) and will provide for a uniform rental 
charge of $42 per annum. In no event will 
the term of the lease exceed a period of 2 
years. DA AGO Form 373 (Lease of Trailer 
Site) will be used exclusively for this pur- 
pose. This form will be available through 
normal publications supply channels on or 
about 15 July 1949. 

“*3. Revocation of leases.—Leases may be 
revoked for the following reasons: 

“ta. Nonpayment of rental. 

b. Breach of any condition of the lease. 

“‘e. Military necessity. 

“4. Distribution of leases and notices of 
revocation or termination.—Leases and no- 
tices of revocation or termination will be dis- 
tributed as follows: 

“a. Post commander. 

“*b. Lessee. 

“ce. Army Audit Branch, General Account- 
ing Office, Building 203, 4300 Goodfellow 
Boulevard, St. Louis, Missouri. 

“‘d. The Judge Advocate General, United 
States Army, Washington 25, D. C., Atten- 
tion: Records Branch, Lands Division. 

“e. Appropriate division engineer or dis- 
trict engineer (two conformed copies). 

“5. Rent collection.—Rents will be collected 
locally and turned over to the nearest Army 
disbursing officer for deposit. A copy of the 
Schedule of Collections (Standard Form 1044) 
will be forwarded to the appropriate division 
engineer or district engineer.’’

Medical Dept. Promotions 


The Army has published Circular 83, 
1949, which describes rules for the pro- 
motion of non-Regular Medical Depart. 
ment officers upon separation from Sery. 
ice. In part, eligibility requirements are 
as follows: 

Non-Regular officers of the Medical De 
partment who have had active service, not 
necessarily consecutive, of more than 2 years 
subsequent to 16 September 1940 and prior 
to 30 June 1947, and who as of 30 June 1947 
had an efficiency index of 35 or more, and 
who have not been promoted in the Army of 
the United States while on active duty, are 
eligible for one-grade promotion, coincident 
with processing for relief from active duty. 

Non-Regular officers of the Medical Depart. 
ment who have served time-in-grade on ac 
tive duty since 16 September 1940 and prior 
to 30 June 1947, as specified below, and who 
had an efficiency index of 40 or more as of 
30 June 1947, and who have not been pro- 
moted in the Army of the United States since 
30 June 1947, are eligible for one-grade pro- 
motion, coincident with processing for relief 
from active duty. 

(1) As second or first lieutenant, for pro- 
motion to first lieutenant or captain—1g 
months. 

(2) As captain or major, for promotion to 
major or lieutenant colonel—24 months. 

(3) As lieutenant colonel, for promotion to 
colonel—30 months. 

(4) Oversea service performed prior to 1 
May 1946 will be credited as time and one-half 
in computing time-in-grade under this sub- 
paragraph. 

A Medical Department officer demoted un- 
der the officer grade readjustment program 
will be eligible for promotion to the grade 
from which demoted upon relief from active 
duty. 

A Medical Department officer demoted un- 
der the officer grade readjustment program 
who, prior to demotion, has _ established 
eligibility under a or b above for promotion 
to a higher grade than that from which de 
moted will retain such eligibility upon ulti- 
mate relief from active duty, and will be 
promoted to such grade, incident to his 
processing for relief from active duty. 

A Medical Department officer promoted 
since entry on active duty and subsequently 
demoted for cause is not eligible for promo- 
tion under a above but may qualify for pro- 
motion under b above, only service subsequent 
to the date of demotion and prior to 30 June 
1947 being counted in determining time-in- 
grade, provided service since demotion has 
been honorable. 

No officer is eligible for promotion under 
the provisions of this circular who was sepa- 
rated from the service after 30 June 1947 and 
has been subsequently recalled to active duty. 

No officer shall be eligible for promotion 
under the provisions of this circular whose 
separation is caused by reclassification pro- 
cedures, or by action to avoid such pro 
cedures, cr who is separated from the service 
under other than honorable conditions. 





Praises Signal Corps Units 

Signal Corps communications serving 
the umpires in the recent Exercise Tar- 
heel at Fort Bragg, North Carolina, were 
“superb,” Brig. Gen. Frank C. McConnell, 
chief umpire, declared in his subsequent 
critique of the exercise. 

“At no time,” General McConnell re- 
ported, “was Umpire Operations out of 
touch with the field situation. Great credit 
for this, of course, goes to the Signal 
Corps and maintenance personnel.”

Sec. Johnson’s Comments 

“My memorandum of 20 June 1949 and Sec- 
retary Early’s memorandum of 24 June 1949 
were issued for the sole purpose of expedit- 
ing the work of the National Military Estab- 
lishment in its effort to cooperate with the 
House Armed Services Committee In the pend- 
ing B-36 investigation. They were designed to 
insure that the maximum amount of infor- 
mation would be made available to the Com- 
mittee in the shortest possible time. J 

“Public Law 547 of the 80th Congress, ap- 
proved 21 May 1948, previded for quarterly 
reports to the Congress of the amounts of 
contracts let for aircraft procurement and, to 
comply with these provisions, procedures 
were established by Secretary Forrestal with 
the approval of the President. Under these 
procedures, aircraft contracts were examined 
by the Office of the Secretary of Defense, the 
Munitions Board, the Research and Develop- 
ment Board and, on certain occasions, by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, in addition to the Bu- 
reau of the Budgét. The recent contracts for 
B-36 aircraft were subject to these procedures 
and all of the records concerning these con- 
tracts are therefore not to be found in any 
one department or one agency. 

“To insure that the full record of all agen- 
cies and departments will be available to the 
House Armed Services Committee, it was 
therefore necessary that responsibility be 
placed in a single person. Unless this proce- 
dure were adopted, the National Military Es- 
tablishment could not be sure that the Com- 
mittee would get all the information it 
wanted, completely and promptly. 

“There was not, and is not now, any inten- 
tion of censoring the statements of any de- 
partment, agency, or individual in the Na- 
tional Military Establishment in connection 
with this inquiry.”’

“Subject: Congressional Investigation of 
the B-36 and Related Matters. 

“For your information, Congressman Carl 
Vinson, Chairman of the House Committee 
on Armed Services, has decided to postpone 
the hearings on H. Res. 234, which concerns 
the B-36 and related matters. He has decided 
that his Committee will start hearings on the 
amendments to the National Security Act on 
Tuesday, 23 June 1949, and has, therefore, 
cancelled the tentative date of 1 July for the 
B-36 hearings. 

“Most of the Departments and Agencies of 
the National Military Establishment have 
received from Mr. Vinson requests for views 
on different aspects of the investigation and 
on all or some of the items of the Commit- 
tee’s agenda. In some instances, he indicated 
that the hearings would start on 1 July 1949, 
and requested that views be submitted to him 
Prior to that date. Conversations with Mr. 
Vinson by the staff of this Office have resulted 
today in an agreement by Mr. Vinson to per- 
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mit the Departments and Agencies to post- 
pone the submission of their views until 15 
July 1949. 

“‘Drafts of proposed replies should be sent 
to this office, attention of Mr. Felix Larkin, 
by 8 July, in order that such coordination as 
is needed may be effected prior to the 15 July 
deadline.

Chiefs of Staff T 

Earlier the Committee had heard testi- 
mony from General Omar N. Bradley, 
Chief of Staff of the Army; Admiral Louis 
Denfeld, Chief of Naval Operations, and 
General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Chief of 
Staff of the Air Force. General Bradley, 
representing the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
made a general statement on various 
phases of the bill and his views were 
concurred in by the other chiefs. 

Concerning the proposed Chairmanship 
of the JCS, General Bradley said: 


“In our experience serving as Joint Chiefs, 
we have come to the conclusion that the lack 
of such a chairman is a flagrant shortcoming 
of the present organization for security. A 
senior office, of competent military back- 
ground, who devotes his total time to the 
Joint Chiefs’ prescribed functions, and the 
Joint Chiefs’ agenda, is essential. Certainly 
it will be of great help to the National Mili- 
tary Establishment. We need a man who can 
devote his time and his thought to the Joint 
Chiefs’ missions, and who knows each sub- 
ject thoroughly so that he can act as modera- 
tor on:all subjects coming before them. 

“In your consideration of this chairman- 
ship, it is relevant to review the functions 
which the Joint Chiefs are assigned. First of 
all they deal primarily with military sub- 
jects. In peacetime, the Secretary of Defense 
turns to them for their opinions on the milli- 
tary implications of policies he wants to ef- 
fect. They are responsible to him for war 
plans, occupation matters, and other admin- 
istrative matters of purely a military nature. 

“In wartime, the JCS would be charged 
with the overall conduct of the war, military 
Haison with foreign nations, and our world- 
wide strategy. Both the peacetime and war- 
time duties of the JCS require our most astute 
professional military counsel. However, none 
of their actions are final until approved by 
the Secretary of Defense or by the President. 

“It is very difficult for the members of the 
Joint Chiefs, either in peacetime or in war- 
time, to devote all their time to JCS matters. 
They have other duties in connection with 
their respective services. The idea of having 
a chairman is to provide one man who could 
devote his time exclusively to JCS matters, 
thoroughly famillarizing himself with each 
subject so that he could act as moderator at 





the meeting. In time of war, I visualize that 
he would practically live in the war-room, 
keeping abreast of the situation continuously 
so that he could keep the members of the JCS 
thoroughly informed from day to day and 
from hour to hour and conduct the necessary 
meetings of the Chiefs in connection with the 
progress of the war. 

“‘As I see it, these are all purely military 
matters and can best be performed by a man 
with maximum military training and profes- 
sional experience. I know in my own case that 
it was only after I had been a member of the 
Joint Chiefs for six months or more that I 
felt I was making a maximum contribution 
to their deliberations, despite my 32 years of 
commissioned service before coming to the 
job. 

“TI would like to point out that the Joint 
Chiefs specifically recommended that the 
chairman be given no command authority 
over any of the Chiefs as individuals or over 
any of the services. Further, he is responsible 
to the Secretary of Defense for the perform- 
ance of his duties who is in turn responsible 
to another civilian, the President of the 
United States. It would seem to me that the 
provision of no command authority and his 
responsibility to the two civilians above him 
would be a sufficient safeguard of our Ameri- 
can intention of ultimate civilian control over 
the security of our nation. 

‘In the testimony already offered, I have 
noticed a prevailing fear that this chairman 
might become a single Chief of Staff with all 
the authority that such an office would imply. 
We all realize, however, that such a fear is 
unfounded for no such office could be estab- 
lished without Congressional action. 

“‘I cannot see how one could conceive of a 
military man in the United States becoming 
a dictator. Our services belong to the people 
and those of us in the service are citizens first. 
I do not believe that any group in the United 
States has the good of our country and the 
firmness of its government more at heart 
than the soldiers and the sailors and the air- 
men who come from every walk of life and 
every background that this nation offers. I 
would suggest that if we ever have a dictator 
it would be because of weakness in our mili- 
tary organizations, and not because of mili- 
tary strength. 

“In the Senate’s version of the bill, it is 
provided that the Chairman shall, while hold- 
ing such office, take precedence over all other 
officers of the Armed Services and shall re- 
ceive the highest rate of pay and allowances 
prescribed by law for the Chiefs of the vari- 
ous services. This is a very important pro- 
vision, and, as I see it, it is in no way fraught 
with danger. 

“If the precedence is not established, we 
would ‘have the danger of the unusual situa- 
tion of the Chairman becoming the junior 
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member of the Joint Chiefs ai 

which is neither desirable from a practical 
viewpoint nor from the personal viewpoint of 
the man who is selected to be Chairman. 

“T think I can best illustrate this by an 
example. 

‘“‘Now I have no idea whom the President 
or the Secretary of Defense intends to name 
as Chairman if one is provided for in this 
law. But I believe that, in general, as the 
years go by, he would pick the Chairman 
from among the three Chiefs. These three 
men would be most familiar with the back- 
ground and workings of the Joint Chiefs and 
their problems, and one of them would be the 
most likely man to be selected as 
especially in time of war when they are 
charged with the strategy of fighting that 
war. I can illustrate what would automatical- 
ly happen in my own case if the precedence 
for the Chairman were not established. 

“At the present time, as Chief of Staff of 
the Army, I am the senior officer in the Army 
by law. 

“Actually by date of rank, I am the fourth 
ranking officer below Generals MacArthur, 
Devers and Clark. 

‘‘Now if I were appointed Chairman of the 
JCS without a provision in this law making 
me the senior, I would immediately become 
the fifth ranking officer because Generals 
MacArthur, Devers, and Clark, and the new 
Chief of Staff of the Army would all be senior 
to me. 

“‘Furthermore, this Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff would be junior to all the 
service Chiefs. 

‘‘While rank is not too important, it does 
have certain effect upon one’s working with 
other members of the Military Establishment, 
and in one’s relations with them. That is why 
we have rank. I do not believe that the Com- 
mittee would intend that a man having been 
chosen as Chief of his service would later be 
reduced in relative rank below other officers 
of his service just to become Chairman of 
the JCS. 

‘‘Now the provision for pay and allowanees 
equal to those prescribed by law for the Chief 
of Staff is also important because, without 





pay to accept one of the most responsible 
positions in our military establishment. 

“T am sure that this is the logical reason 
behind the precedence and pay provisions of 
the Senate bill.’’ 
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Midshipmen on Air Cruises 

The Navy’s gaint, 180-passenger, Lock- 
heed Constitution, recently returned from 
a seven-week tour of the United States, 
departed from Patuxent River Naval Air 
Station this week on one of a group of 
air cruises planned for Midshipmen. 

The second in a series of four such 
cruises which the midshipmen are par- 
ticipating in for the first time, the flight 
will include stops at Memphis, Seattle, 
San Diego, Dallas and Pensacola. At 
Pensacola the Midshipmen, all members 
of the Naval Academy’s Second Class, will 
be transferred to a Navy flying boat, the 
Mars, in which they will continue on to 
Miami, Floyd Bennett Field, and back to 
Annapolis. 

Another wing of the same cruise, also 
bearing Midshipmen of the Second Class, 
departed this week in the Mars from 
Floyd Bennett Field to visit Quonset 
Point, Jacksonville and Pensacola. At the 
time of the changeover in Pensacola, they 
will board the Constitution to continue 
om to Moffett Field, Calif., St. Louis, 
Grosse Ile, Mich., Minneapolis, Patuxent 
River, and back to the Naval Academy. 

The first of the four air cruises was 
completed last month, using the Mars and 
R5D’s. The third will cover the period 
24 Aug. to 7 Sept., and the final cruise 
‘will be made from 8-21 Aug. Approximate- 
iy 200 Second Class Midshipmen are being 
carried on each of the four cruises. 

The Lockheed Constitution, which will 
be used in all of the remaining cruises, 
had been in operational evaluation flights 

between Moffett Field and Patuxent River 
for several months previous to the recent 
nation-wide tour, which was a constinua- 
tion of the program under field condi- 
tions. During the seven-week period, the 
@normous plane visited 19 cities. 

A secondary purpose of the tour was to 
stimulate recruiting of officer candidates 
in the various branches of the service, in 
particular, Naval Aviation. This was car- 
ried out under the auspices of the Bureau 
af Naval Personnel. 

During the tour the Lockheed Constitu- 
tion made 31 flights for a total of 87 hours 
fiying time. One day each week was set 
aside for maintenance with six days de- 
voted to intercity flights and public in- 
spection of the airplane. In several cities 
the airplane drew crowds of more than 
100,000 persons in a single day, and a 
total of 546,000 persons actually walked 
through the airplane during its 19 stops. 

No special technical preparation was 
made for the accommodation of the plane 
at any of its stops although they included 
municipal airports with runways designed 
for use by far smaller two and four-en- 
gine commercial transports. The big ship’s 
low stalling speed and its Lockheed-de- 
signed eight-wheel main landing gear 
made use of these airports routine. 

The plane was commanded by Comdr. 
William M. Collins. 
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Legislation for LDO’s 

All Naval personnel selected for Lintit- 
ed Duty appointments in the Regular 
Navy prior to 7 Aug. 1949, and currently 
serving in higher temporary grades, 
would retain their present rank until 1 
Jan. 1957 at the latest, if a bill reported 
in both houses of Congress this week is 
approved. 

The new legislation would permit the 
President to make original appointments 
in LDO grades not above commander, un- 
til such time as the number of permanent 
line officers on the active list of the Reg- 
ular Navy is equal to 95 percent of the 
number authorized by law, or on 1 Jan. 
1957, whichever occurs earlier. 

Previously the Act had authorized the 
President to complete all such appoint- 
ments by the seventh of next month. 

The reason for the remedial legislation 
was that the majority of the personnel 
concerned would have had to revert to a 
lower rank in accepting the LDO appoint- 
ments, while brother officers, not qualified 
for LDO billets, would remain in their 
present temporary, higher grades. 

The new bills, as reported, would also 
provide for the adjustment of lineal posi- 
tions of certain officers in order to correct 
inequities arising out of the abandonment 
of the running-mate system during the 
war.

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Marine Reserves to Fly Jets 

Reserve pilots of the Navy and Marine 
Corps will be trained this summer, for the 
first time, in the operation of jet-propelled 
planes. 

Arriving today at Cherry Point, N. C., 
for the third annual Air Reserve maneu- 
vers, a limited number of Marine Air Re- 
servists will be selected for training in 
the Corps’s speedy jet Phantoms. 

Several of the jet planes, which are 
among the latest models of Marine air- 
craft, are expected to be transferred to 
the Reserves for continuous training as 
soon as the Corps receives its quota of 
the new, faster Banshees. The present 
program, planned to give the reserve 
pilots a chance to “feel out” the Phan- 
toms, will also provide a nucleus of Re- 
serve officers who can serve as instructors 
when the transfer is effected. 

The Navy’s program involves the ship- 
ment several jet Phantoms and FJ 
Fury’s to three Naval Air Reserve Units. 
These units, located at Willow Grove, Pa., 
New York City, and Oakland, Calif., will 
have received eight of the jet planes by 
30 September. Three Phantoms each will 
be shipped to Willow Grove and New 
York, and the Oakland base will receive 
two Fury’s. 

The Air Force Reserve has been operat- 
ing a small-scale, gradually expanding jet 
training program for some time, and the 
Air National Guard has operated jet 
planes for the past few years. 





Marine Enlisted Promotions 


A new enlisted promotion system for 
the Marine Corps, planned to unify cur- 
rent procedures pending further changes, 
has been recently established. 

The new procedure, which also adjusts 
service-in-grade requirements for promo- 
tion, will remain in effect until revision of 
the Manual of Occupational Specialties 
and the Marine Corps Manual is com- 
pleted. 

The system will function as follows: 

Commanding Officers may effect promo- 
tion of privates to privates first class 
within certain qualification requirements 
outlined in Marine Corps Memorandum 
47-49. 

Authorization for promotion will be dis- 
tributed to the first three pay grades by 
name, and to the fourth and fifth pay 
grades by name for certain groups of spe- 
cialists and by quotas for all others. 

For promotion to the ranks of corporal 
or sergeant, applicants must have com- 
pleted one year in grade; for promotion 
to staff sergeant they must have com- 
pleted 18 months in grade; and for promo- 
tion to technical and master sergeant, two 
years in grade. 

Computation of service-in-grade will be 
based on date of rank as distinguished 
from date of promotion. Service-in-grade 
in present or higher rank satisfactorily 
acquired during previous service in the 
regular Marine Corps or Marine Corps 
Reserve, if on extended duty, will' be in- 
cluded for one promotion only. 

All applicants for promotion to ranks 
above corporal must have a passing score 
on the General Military Subject Test. 





Expand Electronics Program 

The Navy moved this week to expand 
its already increased electronics program 
and to alleviate a critical shortage of 
electronics technicians. 

A Department announcement stated 
that, beginning this month, the Navy 
hopes to enlist 1,000 per month in the 
Electronics Field Procurement Program 
and an unlimited number in the Electron- 
ics Technician Training Program. 

Applicants for both programs must 
have had no prior military service in any 
branch of the Armed Forces, except in a 
reserve component subsequent to 31 Mar. 
1946. 
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Marine Generals to New Posts 


The transfer of four Marine brigadier 
generals to new duty stations was an. 
nounced this week by Marine Corps Head. 
quarters. 

The officers, Brig. Generals Vernon E£, 
Megee, Clayton C. Jerome, John T. Sel- 
den, and William E. Riley, will all go to 
their new posts in August. 

General Megee, Chief of Staff of the 
Fleet Marine Force, Atlantic, will become 
Assistant Director of Marine Aviation. 

General Jerome, another Marine avia- 
tor, will become Director of Public In- 
formation. Director of Recruiting and Di- 
rector of History at Marine Corps Head. 
quarters. He had previously been Chief of 
Staff of the Marine Corps Schools at 
Quantico. 

General Selden, who leaves the post 
to be filled by General Jerome, will be 
come Chief of Staff of the Marine Bar- 
racks at Camp Lejeune, N. C. 

General Riley, who i€ rresently on 
temporary duty with the United Nations 
as Senior U.S. Military Observer in Pales- 
tine, will be attached to Marine Corps 
Headquarters for administration pur- 
poses, but will continue in his present 
duty. He has been attached to the Second 
Marine Division, Camp Lejeune, while 
serving in the Mediterranean Area. 





SecDef Praises Marines 

A reiteration that he never contem- 
plated the transfer of the Marine Corps 
was made by Secretary of Defense Louis 
Joanson to a Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee group considering the National 
Military Establishment budget for Fiscal 
Year 1950. 

“The Marines have a grand tradition,” 
Secretary Johnson told the Senators in 
testimony made public this week. “They 
are a great body of men and they serve 
a useful purpose.” He added that even 
if he had the authority and should want 
to transfer the Marines, “the President 
would not agree because of his affection 
for the Marines and recognition of the 
job they do.”

World War I Retirement Pay 


The Navy Department has requested 
that no action be taken “pending final 
consideration of the Career Compensa- 
tion Act of 1949,” on S.577, legislation that 
would amend the Pay Act of 1942 “to 
make retroactive the provision in section 
15 of that Act stipulating that the re- 
tired pay of officers who served in World 
War I shall be 75 per cent of active-duty 
pay, in order to place all such officers 
on a parity with respect to retirement. 

The legislation was introduced on 18 
Jan. by Senator McFarland (D-Ariz.). 
It provides that the words “served in any 
capacity as a member of the military oF 
naval forces” shall include service as mid- 
shipmen at the U. S. Naval Academy oF 
cadets at the U. S. Military or Coast 
Guard Academies. 
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Temporary AF Majors 

Officials at USAF Headquarters said 
this week that the board considering offi- 
cers for temporary advancement to the 
rank of major is expected to complete its 
work about 1 Aug. However, one or two 
additional weeks will be required for 
processing of the list before its release, 
now expected for about 15 Aug. The board 
is screening the records of approximately 
8000 officers, from which 700 promotions 
will be made. 

The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL was told 
that a total of 7,785 captains have been 
recommended for board consideration for 
advancement to the temporary rank of 
major. Since 700 are to be promoted, this 
means that the selectivity ratio will be 
1 to 11.15. 

Recommended from the field were 2,- 
800 Regular male officers, 20 Regular 
WAFS, 4,947 Reserve male officers and 18 
Reserve WAFS. 





Airman Career Program 


Implementation of the Airman Career 
Program was given added impetus this 
week with release by the Air Force of 
official regulations introducing and de- 
scribing warrant officer and airman jobs 
in the Weather, Personnel, Food Service 
and Photographic Career Fields. 

The four AF Letters, which will pro- 
vide the basis for classification of airmen 
in these career fields and which will con- 
trol future training activities, will affect 
thousands of enlisted personnel. 

Thirty-five more career fields will be 
introduced by successive letters, mahy of 
them reported almost ready for official 
release. It is not expected, however, that 
the complete Airman Career Program, 
embracing 39 career fields, will be intro- 
duced completely until late this year. 

With publication of the four letters for 
the Weather (AFL 35-425); Personnel 
(AFL 35-473) ; Food Service (AFL 35-462) ; 
and Photographic (AFL 35-423) Career 
Fields, it will be possible for Air Force 
personnel officials to revise T/O&E’s and 
other manning tables, grade spreads, 
training courses and personnel actions re- 
quired by the interim and final adjust- 
ments to the Airman Career Program and 
Classification System. 

It was emphasized that promotions or 
demotions resulting from introduction of 
the Airman Career Program will not be 
made for time. Descriptions of the 
various career fields was said, how- 
ever, to an essential prerequisite to fur- 
ther implementation of the career pro- 
gram. When promotions are made, it is 
expected that thousands of airmen able 
to qualify for higher positions will re- 
ceive advancements.

The Air Force this week clarified its 
policy concerning the appointment of 
chief warrant officers. A board to select 
eligible candidates for advancement to 
that rank is meeting this month at the 
Pentagon. 

Air Force officials explained that per- 
sons holding letters of selection as war- 
rant officers, junior grade, but who are 
serving as officers will be considered for 
advancement to chief warrant officer 
rank on the same basis as those now serv- 
ing as warrant officers, junior grade, or 
those who previously served in the lower 
warrant officer rank before accepting ac- 
tive duty as Reserve officers. 

It is estimated that there are approxi- 
mately 1200 Air Force Reserve officers 
who hold letters of selection as perma- 
nent warrant officers, junior grade, but 
who have served as officers since before 
their selection. ° 

Like all others to be considered for ad- 
vancement to chief warrant officer status, 
they must complete 10 years service as 
warrant officers or in commissioned officer 
rank. The chief warrant officer selection 
boards meet twice each year, in January 
and in July. 

Date of rank in the permanent grade 
of chief warrant officer will be the day 
following completion of 10 years service, 
irrespective of the date of consideration 
for advancement by the selection board. 





Tests on Republic F-84 


Substituting flush side inlet ducts for 
its conventional nose air intake in the 
F-84 Thunderjet, Republic Aviation Cor- 
poration, Farmingdale, N. Y., in coopera- 
tion with the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics, has announced a 
series of successful experimental flights 
utilizing this development. 

The need for a “radar nose” capable of 
housing equipment for seeking out and 
intercepting “enemy” bombers led Repub- 
lic to collaborate on this problem with 
the NACA. Studies and analyses had been 
made by NACA to determine the effects 
on the location of the inlet duct of such 
conditions as boundary layer, Mach num- 
ber, Entrance velocity ratios and airflow. 
It was determined that side inlet ducts 
of the type selected would give the de- 
sired flow characteristics and pressure re- 
coveries, at the same time providing for 
ample room for equipment installations 
with a minimum change in both structure 
and aerodynamic characteristics. 

Applying the research thus made by 
NACA and utilizing a regular Air Force 
F-84 on bailment loan to the company, 
Republic then designed and built, at its 
own expense,.a new nose and forward 
section, which were attached to an older 
model F-84. Eight flights have been made 
with this airplane to date and pilot re- 
ports are said to be extremely satisfac- 
tory. There are no changes in stability 
characteristics. The rate of climb has been 
increased and other performance require- 
ments have proven equal to the nose type 
ducts. Previously, it has not been possible 
to install side or wing ducts which would 
provide the efficiency equal to the nose 
type air intake. This Republic-applied 
NACA development enables installation 
of radar nose equipment with no per- 
formance loss to the airplane on inter- 
ceptor missions. 

This is one in a series of company de- 
velopments carried out in conjunction 
with its own experimental and research 
program and it should not be construed 
that the Air Force intends to install this 
new type nose on present or future F-84s 
under contract. 





Trailer Camp at Air Base 

In an effort to alleviate the acute hous- 
ing shortage existing at Chanute AFB, 
Ill., ground has been broken to lay out 
approximately five acres of government 
owned land, within Chanute boundaries 
for conversion into a trailer camp for 
military personnel. 

Brig. Gen. Aubry L. Moore, Chanute 
AFB Commanding General has an- 
nounced that permission to create the 
trailer camp has been obtained from 
higher Air Force Headquarters, provided 
that material and funds currently avail- 
able at the Base be utilized. 

Sufficient material is on hand to lay out 
the trailer camp to accommodate 72 trail- 
er families. Each family will be allotted a 
plot of ground 30 by 40 feet. Care of the 
grounds utilized by each family will rest 
with the occupants of the trailer, under 
the supervision of Air Force Base officials. 

The Chanute AFB Installation Office 
drew up the plan for the camp and will 
supervise the laying out of sewerage dis- 
posal facilities, as well as erect two bath- 
houses, in different sections of the park. 
It is intended that sufficient showers and 
toilet facilities will be provided for gen- 
eral sanitation and comfort. 

In connection with each bathhouse, the 
Installation Office will erect laundry 
washing rooms for use of the camp oc- 
cupants. Washtubs and hot and cold 
water will be provided, but drying of 
clothes must be accomplished in areas 
adjacent to the occupant’s trailer. 

Housing authorities at the Air Base 
stated that a total of 142 applications for 
lots have been received thus far. One 
hundred twenty-two Airmen have asked 
for space and twenty officers have also 
put in their bids. First come first served. 


The Chanute AFB trailer camp project’ 


is expected to be completed and ready 
for occupancy by the first of September.

HE passage by the House of Representatives of the bill to provide substantial 

salary increases for members of the Cabinet and 236 other key civilian officials 
of the Government is a long-delayed, but well-deserved award. It is a tangible recog- 
nition of the principle that pay should be based on responsibility. For too long pay 
of officers of the Government, particularly those in key posts, has lagged far behind 
that of persons holding positions of comparable responsibility in private industry. The 
Senate should act promptly to complete the enactment of this meritorious measure. It 
is noteworthy that this bill would provide for many of its beneficiaries salaries substan- 
tially greater than those being sought for senior officers of the Uniformed Services, 
charged, for the most part, with responsibilities at least as great as those of the civilian 
officials. This should effectively answer those Congressional critics who are opposing 
the Service Pay Bill on the ground that sAlaries of senior military officers are too high 
in comparison with civilian employees of the Government. It is easily demonstrable 
that Service pay, particularly for commissioned personnel, is materially less than 
that which civilians of comparable qualifications and responsibilities receive in public 
or private service. A recent survey discloses that the average current annual income 
of a 1924 graduate of Yale is $25,111. The average current annual income of a 1924 
graduate of West Point or Annapolis, including pay and allowances, is $8,004, or less 
than one-third of that of the Yale graduate of the same year. Even if we consider only 
the relative few in the top brackets in the Armed Services, and add flight or subma- 
rine pay, extra compensation for foreign service or sea duty, retirement benefits, 
medical attention and other so-called perquisites we find that the senior military 
officer of 25 years’ service receives less than half the amount now earned by the Yale 
graduate of a quarter of a century ago. The Service Pay Bill pending in the Senate 
goes only a short way toward correcting this discrepancy. 


'N passing a bill to direct a restudy by the Secretary of the Navy of the records of 
active and retired officers passed over for promotion by wartime panels the United 
States Senate has made a signal contribution to the morale of the commissioned 
personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps. The Secretary should not await House 
consideration of this measure but should take immediate action to give effect to this 
proposal. The matter came before the Senate Armed Services Committee in the form 
of a private bill to promote Comdr. Edward White Rawlins, who was the only member 
of the Naval Academy Class of 1924 not given a wartime promotion. The hearing on 
the measure disclosed that this officer had an excellent record and even in the opinion 
of the Navy Department representatives, who voiced the official opposition to the 
bill, he is well qualified for promotion to captain. The committee found that the panel 
system of selecting officers for promotion was a wertime expedient substituted for the 
usual selection board procedure because of the urgency of the situation. The com- 
mittee found much merit in Comdr. Rawlins’ case, but felt that there might be other 
cases in which injustices were done through inadvertence or error, since there were 
some 609 failures of promotion during the period the panel system was in operation. 
Because of the inflexibility of Naval procedure there appears to be no way in which 
errors as a result of the operation of the panel system may be corrected, except 
through legislation. This would seem to be most illogical, as administrative errors 
should be susceptible of correction by administrative action. In any event the Senate 
having pointed the way the Navy Department should act without further delay. Any 
system of promotion by selection to be workable must be impartial and must have 
the confidence of the personnel affected. If that confidence has been shaken by 
injustices it must be restored by prompt and vigorous corrective action in righting 
any wrongs which may have occurred.

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Equality in Rank 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL: 

I have just read in the ARMy AND NAvy 
JOURNAL another item about the Marine 
Corps Colonels who will retire as BG’s 
after more than 30 years’ service, includ- 
ing commendable war service. I congratu- 
late them! But at the same time I ask 
myself, “Why can’t I do the same?” I have 
had over 32 years’ service, 7% of them as 
a full Colonel. I, too, had commendable 
war service. I commanded a company in 
action in WWI and a combat team of 
some 4,000 men in action in WWII. Of the 
9 decorations listed in ARS for an Army 
officer I hold 6, including the DSC. There 
are also a few Oak Leaf Clusters and 
foreign decorations in the lot. I am a grad- 
uate of the War College and have served 
on the WDGS. I am qualified in every way 
to be a general officer. Conceited? Not a 
bit. I can prove it. I have a letter from the 
War Department advising me that I was 
carried on the General Officers Eligible 
List made up in 1945, Also, no less than 
six recommendations from senior gener- 
als that I be made a BG officer in my offi- 
cial file. The wheel simply never happened 
to stop when my number was up. 

It would seem to be such plain and sim- 
ple justice to treat members of all depart- 
ments the same that there could be no 
question about getting the law changed if 
someone would push it. And it wouldn’t 
cost the government a nickel.

Rights to Benefits 


Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

At the present time a large majority of 
the Service personnel on duty are eligible 
for the benefits of the GI Bill because 
they possess a statement of service show- 
ing that they were separated from the 
military establishment after serving hon- 
orably for ninety days or more during 
the emergency. Many of these have served 
continuously (enlisted men and officers 
newly integrated as Regulars). Others of 
us, however,—Reserve Officers and older 
Regulars—who have served continuously 
since the beginning of the War and who 
do not possess a certificate of service are 
not entitled to the benefits of the Bill. 
The basis for eligibility for these benefits 
appears to be the possession of a piece of 
paper and not War service. 

I am quite certain that the Congress 
did not intentionally discriminate against 
us, but the condition does exist. Prior to 
my assignment overseas, I purchased a 
home for my dependents and was handi- 
capped because of my ineligibility for the 
housing loan benefits of the GI Bill. 

Can anything be done to eliminate this 
apparently unfair condition?

Harry G Kosky, Baltimore Group, to Ing- 
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Foreign Affairs—An effort was made this week by Chiang Kai-shek, the Chinese 
Nationalist leader, and President Elpidio Quirini of the Philippines to initiate a move- 
ment for the formation of a Pacific Alliance to counter the spread of Communism 
throughout Asia. The Chinese leader flew to the Philippines from Formosa and 
conferred with President Quirini at Baguio. Following the conference a joint state- 
ment was issued saying that the two leaders deemed it necessary for the countries 
in the Pacific area “to organize themselves in a union for the purpose of achieving 
solidarity and mutual assistance to contain and counteract the common threat.” 

Subsequently the Philippine Under Secretary of Foreign Affairs, Felino Neri, 
said prospective members of the proposed new Pacific Union would be contacted 
through diplomatic channels and an international conference would be necessary. 
An effort will undoubtedly be made to interest the United States, India, Burma, 
Australia, Korea and Japan in joining the proposed defensive alliance against Asiatic 
Communism. 

The proposal appears to be a desperate attempt on the part of Chiang to secure 
substantial aid for the Nationalist cause in its losing fight against the Chinese Reds. 
Despairing of securing direct aid from the United States the resourceful Chinese 
leader now seeks to develop a program of mutual assistance after the pattern of 
the Atlantic Pact. Such an arrangement would apparently commit the parties to 
direct or indirect intervention in the current Chinese civil war. 

No Pacific Union could amount to much without the active participation of the 
United States. The other countries lack sufficient military and financial resources 
to enable them to counter successfully the march of Communism through China. 
There is no indication that the United States would consider seriously becoming a 
party to the proposed alliance. After Chiang and Quirini issued their joint statement 
our State Department cautiously expressed sympathetic interest, but made no com- 
mitment. Previously Secretary of State Dean Acheson and Pandit Nehru, prime 
minister of India, both had rejected the idea of a Pacific Pact as premature. 

A favorable response came from Syngman Rhee, president of Korea, who 
strongly favors a Pacific Union as a means of providing collective security against 
Communism. President Rhee’s government is facing increased pressure from the 
so-called People’s Republic of North Korea, dominated by Reds. This Communist for- 
mation has called an election for all Korea, in defiance of the Commission of the 
United Nations now in Korea. This gesture may be preliminary to a military effort of 
the Reds to seize control of the governmental functions of all the country. Our 
government is aware of the seriousness of the Korean situation and at the request of 
President Truman the Senate Foreign Relations Committee has recommended that 
aid to President Rhee’s government in the amount of $150 million be granted. 

In North China Red military formations are combatting floods, rather than 
Nationalist armies. Overflowing streams have devastated vast areas, destroying 
villages and crops, presaging widespread famine and distress. In Shanghai as a 
result of a minor traffic mishap an American consular officer, William M. Olive, was 
arrested by Communist police, imprisioned for three days with only bread and water 
for food, brutally beaten, and forced to sign a so-called confession and apology as a 
condition of his release. 

During the debate on the Atlantic Pact in the United States Senate this week it 
became evident that the administration will encounter considerable difficulty in 
putting through its program for military assistance to nations of Western Europe. 
Several of the opponents of the treaty based their opposition on the ground that 
American rearmament of Europe is an essential corollary to the pact. 

Senator Robert A. Taft (R-Ohio) said he would vote against ratification of the 
treaty because he felt that it definitely committed our country to rearm Europe, a 
cpurse which he feared might lead to a new world war. Others, some of whom favored 
ratification, objected to the proposal to spend nearly $1.5 billion for military assist- 
ance to Atlantic Pact countries and Greece and Turkey. There seemed to be considera- 
ble doubt as to the ability of Congressional leaders to secure a favorable vote on 
the arms program at this session of Congress. 

The Senate Appropriations Committee this week reduced the total requested by 
the President for Marshall Plan economic aid for Europe by ten per cent, placing 
the amount at $3.778 billion, substantially more than voted by the House, but well 
below estimated requirements. The bill as approved by the committee would auth- 
a@vize a loan of $50 million to the Franco government of Spain, an item likely to be 
eliminated prior to final enactment. 

The unpredictable Russians this week, without notice and without any apparent 
reason, stopped most of the truck traffic into western Berlin from the:American and 
British zones. Unless the situation is promptly remedied the western powers will 
probably retaliate by placing restrictions on the flow of goods from the west into 
the Soviet zone. Despite the lifting of the Berlin blockade on rail traffic the Allied air 
lift continues, and this week an American cargo plane crashed in the Russian zone, 
killing the members of the crew. 

Yugoslavia this week announced that it had closed the mountainous border 
between that country and Greece. Heretofore hard pressed Red guerillas could 
retreat into Yugoslavia and after rest and refitting were free to recross the border 
and again attack Greek nationalist positions. Results of the change of attitude of 
the Tito government of Yugoslavia were immediately apparent. Greek nationalist 

have announced several successful actions against Communist rebels turned 
back into Greece after vain efforts to retreat across the Yugoslav frontier. Recent 
operations against the rebels in various parts of the mountain fastnesses in northern 
Greece have been uniformly successful and the end of the long civil war may be in 
sight, despite the aid the Reds are still receiving from Soviet-dominated Albania and 
Bulgaria. 


Quartermaster Corps—Brig. Gen. Andrew D. Hopping, who returned to the 
United States last month from the Far East Command where he served as Quarter- 
master, General Headquarters, has been assigned as Chief, Supply Division, Office 
of the Quartermaster General, Washington, D. C. In his new post he will be in 
charge of the Quartermaster Corps procurement program. General Hopping succeeds 
the position made vacant when Maj. Gen. H. Feldman was appointed The Quarter- 
master General. During the interim it was filled by Lt. Col. A. W. Beeman who is 
assigned to attend the Industrial College for the Armed Forces. Prior to his serv- 
ice in the Far East, General Hopping was Deputy, The Quartermaster General for 
Supply, Planning, and Operations. 


Infantry Center—Officers representing the armies of seven foreign nations 
fhave been assigned to the Infantry School for various training courses. Included in 
the group are Lt. Olav Aarsvold, Norway; Capt. Octavio Alves Velho, Brazil; Lt. 
Luis Escobar, El Salvador; Maj. Sheikh Mahmud Niax Faruki, Pakistan; Second 
Lt. Carlos H. Spillari, Guatemala; Lt. Neumann C. Eleodor, Chile; and Lt. Alberto 
Leal Torres, Venezuela. 

Col. George Honnen arrived at Fort Benning recently from Fort Shafter, Hawaii, 
to assume duties as director of training of the Academic department, The Infantry 
School. Col. Charles H. Karlstadt arrived at Fort Benning recently and has assumed 
the duties of Inspector General of the Infantry Center, succeeding Col. Logan W. 
Boyd, who left for a new assignment in the Antilles. 





Japanese Language Officers—During fiscal year 1950, the Army will recall to ex.

It is reported that there is a critical shortage of this type officer, 
Those recalled will be sent to the Army Language School, Presido of Monterey, 
Calif., for a refresher course before being sent to the Far East Command. 


New Army Personnel Buling—The Secretary of the Army has directed that assign. 
ment restrictions are not to be imposed on military personnel of Oriental ancestry 
which would, as a rule, prohibit their being ordered to any post, camp or station, 
Future assignments made by training divisions will be made without regard to the 
Oriental racial origin of the enlisted man concerned, the Army said. 


Corps of Engineers—Col. Richard W. Pearson has been named Jacksonville, Fla, 
District Engineer to succeed Col. Willis E. Teale and Col. Fremont S. Tandy will 
become San Francisco, Calif., District Engineer, it was reported this week.

Prior to World War II he was 
for 10 years an instructor with the Police Department of the City of New York. 
Called to active duty in 1940 he served in the Pacific Area as Provost Marshal of the 
27th Division from March to Aug. 1942 and as Battalion Commander of the 627th 
Tank Destroyer Battalion from Aug. 1942 to Jan. 1945 when he became Provost 
Marsha! of the Tenth Army. Prior to assignment at Fort Leavenworth he served for 
a period as Assistant Provost Marshal of the First Army. 


Lower Cost Ration—The cost of feeding a soldier has gone down from $1.0369 in 
January to $0.9819 a day, a reduction of 5% cents. This was reported recently to 
Congress by General Omar N. Bradley, USA, Chief of Staff. 


Army Honorary Retired List—The Army has published a new version of AR 605- 
255 outlining procedures for publication of the Officers’ Honorary Retired List. It 
will be published annually as a section of the Official Army Register and will consist 
of an alphabetical listing of officers showing name, grade, Army serial number, com- 
ponent and permanent address. Eligible officers must forward to The Adjutant General 
an application for inclusion on this list. The application, in letter form, should include 
the officer’s full name, grade, Army serial number, permanent address and the facts 
upon which he bases his claim to eligibility. 


Signal Corps—A new method of processing quartz crystals has been discovered 
by the Signal Corps Engineering Laboratories at Fort Monmouth, N. J., which may 
revolutionize the entire industry, according to an announcement made yesterday 
by the Army. The new process evolved by Signal Corps scientists of the Frequency 
Control Branch, Signal Corps Engineering Laboratories, virtually eliminates the 
inherent aging characteristic of quartz crystals. This is accomplished through 4 
super-heating process which raises the temperature of the crystal to approximately 
900 degrees Fahrenheit, then cools it slowly. L 

The process promises future savings for all types of commercial communications 
services, and in hundreds of types of military equipments which depend on crystal 
control for their operation. Since the Signal Corps’ treatment of the crystals also 
makes them far more efficient, it will make possible smaller, lighter and far better 
walkie-talkie, aircraft, tank, and combat radios.

New 
books of interest to the chaplains will be introduced and important trends in the 
religious life of America will be presented. 
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Transfer of Army Medics to AF—The joint board which is considering the applica- 
tions of Medical Department officers for transfer from the Army to the Air Force 
has not yet completed its work, but will meet the 26 July deadline, National Military 
Establishment officials reported this week. After that date, statutory authority for 
transfer of Army officers to the Air Force, under provisions of the National Security 
Act of 1947, will lapse. 

Whether Air Force officers will be assigned to command Army general hospitals 
after establishment of the separate Air Force Medical Department is completed 
could not be ascertained for certainty this week. Reportedly, there is some debate 
as to whether there is authority for an Air Force officer to command an Army 
installation. In this regard, it is known that at least one Medical Department officer 
who has been serving with the Air Force is in command of a general hospital. He is 
Col. Harold Twichell, commanding officer of the Army’s gigantic Tripler General 
Hospital in Hawaii. Should Colonel Twichell be transferred from the Army to the 
Air Force, there is some speculation that he may have to be given a new assignment, 
However, there are some officials who maintain that there is authority for an Air 
Force officer to command an Army installation such as a general hospital. In this 
event, there would be no need to transfer Colonel Twichell and other ranking Medi- 
cal Department officers. 


Complete Chaplains Transfer—Well in advance of a 26 July deadline, when author- 
ity for transfer of Army officers to the Air Force is terminated, a joint board has 
completed the task of transferring 1026 Army chaplains to the Air Force. Of this 
number, 119 were Regular Army chaplains, 351 were Reserve officers on extended 
active duty and 556 were Reservists on inactive duty.‘ 

The members of the board were, for the Army, Chaplains (Maj. Gen.) Luther D. 
Miller, Chief of Chaplains, (Col.) M. C. Poch, and Lt. Earl D. Compton. Air Force 
Chaplains were, (Col.) C, I. Carpenter, the Air Chaplain, (Lt. Col.) Palmer P. Pierce 
and (Maj.) Elmer L. Carriker. ‘\ 

Meantime, there was renewed speculation this week that with the creation of a 
separate chaplains’ department, an Air Force chaplain would be nominated by the 
President for general officer rank. Chief of Chaplains for the Navy is Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam N. Thomas. 

Of the officers transferred from the Army to the Air Force, there were 30 
colonels, 105 lieutenant colonels, 550 majors, 293 captains and 48 lieutenants. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—Capt. R. L. Ware, MC, Director of the Medical 
Statistics Division, will visit the Naval hospitals at St. Albans, New York and Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, to inspect the cross-index system for clinical records during 
the week beginning 18 July. The revised cfoss-index system for clinical records was 
instituted at all Naval hospitals two years ago as a means to provide ready access to 
case records and hospital files and in order to facilitate study of clinical material con- 
tained in the medical records. While at St. Albans, Dr. Ware will deliver a lecture on

tleships; two officers broad experience in 
aircraft and carriers; two were experts 
in modern submarines, and one officer was 
well versed in the activities and problems 
of the Marine Corps.

Maj. Gen. Vernon E. Prichard 


Funeral services for Maj. Gen. Vernon 
E. Prichard, USA, Chief of the Army’s 
Public Information Division, who was 
killed in an explosion aboard a cabin 
cruiser on the Potomac River at Wash- 
ington, D. C., 10 July. were held at 4:00 
P.M. 12 July at the Chapel at Ft. Mver. 
Va. Maj. Gen. Luther D. Miller, Chief of 
Chaplains, officiated. 

Honorary pallbearers included the Hon. 
Gordon Gravy, Secretary of the Army. and the 
following members of the West Point Class 
of 1915 to which General Prichard belonged: 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower. Mai. Gen. A. 
Howard Gilkeson, Maj. Gen. Thomas Hearn, 
Maj. Gen. Stafford LeRoy Irwin. Maj. Gen. 
Thomas B. Larkin, Mai. Gen. Fiwin Bow- 
man Lvon, Maj. Gen. Charles W. Rv4er, Mai. 
Gen. Henry B. Savler. Brig. Gen. Edwin A. 
Zundel, Col. Frederic W. Bove, Col. F. DeTre- 
ville Ellis, Col. John Easter Harris.

Born in Smithfield, Iowa, 25 Jan. 1892, Gen- 
eral Prichard’s military career covered a pe- 
riod of 34 vears. He was graduated from 
the U. S. Military Academy after having 
made a name for himself as one of the Acad- 
emv’s outstanding football stars. 

At the outbreak of World War II General 
Prichard was Chief of Staff of the 4th Ar- 
mored Division at Pine Camp. N. Y. The fol- 
lowing year he was placed in command of 
the 14th Armored Division upon its activa- 
tion at Camp Chaffee, Ark. In July, 1944, he 
went overseas to assume command of the 1st 
Armored Division in Italy. He was awarded 
the Purple Heart for wounds received in ac- 
tion while serving in the Mediterranean 
Theater. 

When the war ended, General Prichard be- 
came Deputy Foreign Liauidation Commis- 





sioner in the European Theater. In 1946 he | 


was assigned as Deputy Assistant Chief of 
Staff for Plans and Oprations at Headquar- 
ters, European Command, and served in this 
capacity until his return to the United States. 

In addition to the Purple Heart. General 
Prichard was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal and a number of foreign deco- 
rations for his services during the war. 

At a later date interment services will be 
held at the National Cemetery at the U. S. 
Military Academy, West Point. 

General Prichard is survived by his widow, 
the former Charlotte Gibbs Blesse of Eagle 
Pass, Tex.: a daughter, Carlotta; his mother, 
Mrs. E. Grace Prichard, Onawa, Iowa, and 
three brothers, Elbert M. Prichard and Judge 
George W. Prichard, both of Onawa, and 
Leslie A. Prichard, Emmetsburg, Iowa.

Maj. Louis B. Lawton 

Maj. Louis Bowen Lawton, USA-Ret., 
holder of the Congressional Medal of 
Honor, died 9 July at the home of his son- 
in-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas F. Davis, Skaneateles, N. Y. He 
was 77 years old. 

Known as the “‘hero of Tien-Tsin,’’ he re- 
tired because of wounds received in the Box- 
er Rebellion, China, at the turn of the cen- 
tury, where he received the highest honor be- 
stowed by the government of the United 
States. 

Major Lawton also held the Silver Star 
with Oak Leaf Cluster and the Purple Heart. 
He was recommended by the British com- 
mander in chief for the Victoria Cross. 

Thrice Wounded 

According to the citation on the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor he ‘‘carried a message 
and guided reinforcements across a wide and 
fireswept space during which he was thrice 
wounded.”’ 

Born in Independence, Ia., 13 March 1872, 
he entered the U. S. Military Academy at 
West Point and was graduated in 1893. 

On retiring from active service he served 
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as commandant of cadets at Shattuck Mili- 
tary School in Faribault, Minn., and later 
held a similar post at Blees Military Academy, 
Mason, Mo. 

In 1918 Major Lawton was commandant of 
Colgate University when that school was 
turned over to the military authorities.

The Economic Report sent to Congress 
this week by the President was favor- 
ably received in business circles. Financial 
leaders were pleased to note the reversal 
of the President’s position on increased 
taxes. Six months ago the President 
asked that $4 billion in additional revenue 
be provided, largely from levies on cor- 
porations. This week he specifically with- 
drew this request, asking only for tax 
raises on gifts and estates. 

In his report the President notes a 
definite change in the national economy. 
Increased unemployment and lower fac- 
tory production are features of this 
changes. The President believes there is 
no occasion for alarm, but feels that cer- 
tain steps should be taken to carry the 
nation securely through a period of 
transition. 

In order to reverse the downward 
economic trend the President recommends 
repeal of the tax on transportation of 
goods, liberalization of provisions for 
carry-over losses by corporations, in- 
creased estate and gift taxes, extension 
of the time limit on loans made by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, a 
broad study of investment and develop- 
ment needs and market opportunities, and 
an improved program of farm income 
supports. He also proposes an increase 
in minimum wages and unemployment 
benefits, extension of readjustment allow- 
ances for veterans for another year, and 
additional social security benefits. Fur- 
ther anti-deflationary proposals include 
Federal aid to States in advance planning 
of useful projects, technical assistance 
to undeveloped areas abroad, and restora- 
tion of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act. 

Congressional observers believe that 
most, but not all, of the President’s rec- 
ommendations will be enacted into law 
at the current session. There appears to 
be doubt as to increases in estate and gift 
taxes, and the social security program is 
likely to be less extensive than requested.

Restrictions on German shipping have 
been removed to allow dry cargo ships up 
to 7,200 gross tons to trade freely within 
limits imposed only by their technical 
characteristics, according to a report re- 
leased from Berlin. Under the geographic 
limitations previously imposed on Ger- 
many, shipping was practically confined 
to the Baltic and the North Sea. At the 
same time, it was reported from Tokyo 
that the Japanese Government plans to 
seek authorization from SCAP for regular 
sailings to foreign countries for Japanese 
ships. Since the end of the war Japanese 
shipping has been confined to home 
waters except for special runs to Korea, 
Formosa and the Persian Gulf. 

U.S.-flag vessels carried only 48 per cent 
of the overall foreign trade tonnage dur- 
ing 1948 as compared with 54 per cent in 
1947, and 60 per cent in the first postwar 
year 1946, according to a survey released 
this week by the U. S. Department of 
Commerce. Accompanying this trend was 
a drop in U. S. exports and imports by 
vessel in 1948 from 164,000,000 long tons 
in 1947 to 139,000,000 long tons in 1948, al- 
though still well above the total of 122,- 
000,000 long tons for 1946, which in turn 
exceeded the 1935-39 prewar tonnage by 
more than one-third.

(Continued from First Page) 
tures of the Unification Bill, pending an 
investigation of the B-36 bomber. This 
would have made the members of the 
Services the victims of a parliamentary 
squabble with which they had little or 
nothing to do. 

The report arose from an observation 
by Chairman Millard E. Tydings (D-Md.), 
of the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
that some members of his committee 
might hesitate to act favorably on the 
Pay Bill unless they could be assured 
that through the enactment of the Uni- 
fication Bill a substantial saving in mili- 
tary expenditures would be made, offset- 
ting the cost of increased service com- 
pensation. However, there now appears 
to be no danger that enactment of the 
Pay Bill will be jeopardized by the action 
of the House committee. 

Senator Ralph E. Flanders (R-Vt.), who 
has been urging substantial salary in- 
creases for senior civilian officials of the 
Government and reclassification with 
higher pay for civilian employes, this 
week inserted in the Congressional Rec- 
ord several tables comparing military 
and civilian pay. The tables were similar 
to those published by the senator several 
weeks ago, except that he had previously 
used the proposed military pay schedules 
of the Hook Report as a basis for com- 
parison, whereas on this occasion he used 
the rates in the House-approved Pay. Bill. 
As a result the present comparison 
showed a smaller divergence between 
military and civilian pay than the former 
one. In some grades the advantage was 
with the civilian employe, while in other 
cases the differential in favor of the mili- 
tary was so small as to be more than off- 
set by the inconveniences and hazards of 
military service. 

In comparing Government military and 
civilian compensation Senator Flanders 
apparently made no effort to evaluate the 
differences in duties, responsibilities and 
hazards, but selected for comparison 
civilian job classifications in about the 
same salary brackets as corresponding 
military pay. To military pay and allow- 
ances for each rank he added an amount 
representing the estimated present value 
of deferred retirement and death bene- 
fits. He also added the amount of income 
taxes saved because rental and subsis- 
tence allowances are tax-free. He noted 
that under present schedules military 
personnel receive increased compensation 
for foreign service and sea duty, but he 
failed to observe that civilian employes 
of the government receive proportionate 
increases for service abroad. 

The senator continues to compare mili- 
tary salaries with those of regular civilian 
employes of the Government, rather than 
with those of the Foreign Service of the 
State Department. It is contended by 
many that the duties and responsibilities 
of the officers of the Foreign Service are 
much more comparable to those of com- 
missioned officers of the Armed Forces 
than are those of the regular civilian em- 
ployes. A comparison recently published 
by the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL disclosed 
that the pay schedules of Foreign Service 
officers are substantially higher than 
those of commissioned officers of the Uni- 
formed Services. This comparison was 
noted with considerable interest by mem- 
bers of the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee. 

Senator Flanders announced to the 
Senate that if the bill raising the salaries 
of top civilian executives of the Govern- 
ment, of which he is co-author, has not 
been previously acted upon he will offer 
it as an amendment to the Military Pay 
Bill. The measure increasing the pay of 
civilian officials has been on the Senate 
calendar awaiting action for several 
months. A similar bill was passed by the 
House last week. While there is much 
support for the bill to increase pay of 
senior civilian officials many are opposed 
to adding this proposal to the Military 
Pay Bill, lest the combined opposition be 
sufficient to defeat both measures. It now 








seems probable that the civilian salary 
bill will be passed by the Senate before 
the Military Pay Bill is taken up. This 
might serve to allay the opposition of 
Senator Flanders to increased military 
compensation. 


Concerning the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL’s article in its 26 June issue 
showing that salary schedules for the 
Foreign Service, with which military 
Service pay may fairly be compared, are 
higher than those in the Armed Services, 
Senator Flanders has written the Editor 
of the JOURNAL as follows: 


“TI found most interesting your article on 
military and civilian government pay in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL for June 26. It pre- 
sents a new point of view which I am not 
interpreting as a shifting of ground from a 
position difficult to hold. 

“I have, of course, been maintaining that 
military and civilian government pay should 
bear some relationship to each other. I have 
also maintained that while they should bear 
some relationship to private employment it 
should never be expected that they can com- 
pete in monetary terms with what business 
has to offer for men of comparable ability. 
Public servants whether in the armed forces 
or in civilian positions must make a sacrifice 
to serve a government. Requirement is that 
that sacrifice must not be so great as to ap- 
proach impossible. 

“On this basis I have been comparing 
civilian positions from the cabinet grades 
down with military positions. I did not com- 
pare diplomatic service particularly with 
military services because I do not believe that 
the comparison holds except to a small degree 
and for few positions. Inadequate travel ex- 
penses and uncompensated expenses for enter- 
tainment are severe financial burdens for the 
upper group of policy making officials in the 
administration. 

“I can see no differences in favor of the 
armed services so far as responsibility is con- 
cerned. Men who are charged with the wise 
spending and control of billions of dollars are 
in the $10,000 salary range. 

“Finally, Mr. Editor, I am not so much 
trying to hold the military pay down as to 
bring up the civilian pay aside from the 
diplomatic salaries which are not -involved. 
I do not want to see the military pay get out 
of step with the civilian pay and it was for 
that purpose that I introduced into the Con- 
gressional Record of July 12 comparison of 
the pay bill as it came from the House with 
the top pay bill S. 498 now on the Senate 
calendar. It would be an injustice and ridic- 
ulously poor business to pass the military 
bill with bands playing and flags flying to 
the tune of $300,000,000 when those re- 
sponsible for the expenditures of a $45 billion 
budget are refused an increase which amounts 
to only about $1,300,000. 

“T trust this will make my position plain.’’

CNO On Navy Policy 


The views held by the Navy on prac. 
tically all of the controversial subjects 
arising out of unification of the Armed 
Services have been clarified by a docu- 
ment for distribution to Naval establish- 
ments throughout the world. 

In a cover letter, Admiral Louis E. Den- 
feld, Chief of Naval Operations, pointed 
out that the document, entitled “Funda- 
mental Principles,” represented a con- 
sensus of opinion expressed by top level 
Navy oflicers. 

The text of the 18-point document fol- 
lows: 

“1. The Naval Establishment is and always 
has been based on the constitutional principle 
of civilian control. The Navy feels that the 
very existence of our system of government 
and of the liberties of our citizens depend 
on a continuance of such control. 

“2. The Navy is dedicated to preserving the 
security of the United States and is concerned 
with those means which the Navy can con- 
tribute to that security. The security of the 
United States is the basis for all decisions and 
actions of the naval service. 

**3. Wars are fought for reasons of national 
policy. The war policy must be consonant 
with the peace policy. The manner of achiev- 
ing victory must not jeopardize the peace to 
follow. 

““4. The naval service accepts and supports 
the statutory concepts upon which the Na- 
tional Military Establishment is based. It 
will do all in its power to give them full force 
and effect. 

“5. The naval service actively seeks to im- 
prove the framework of national security or- 
ganization and believes that best results will 
come from an evolutionary process. 

“6. In order that United States combatant 
forces can fight effectively and be supported 
in any part of the world it is the Navy’s re- 
sponsibility to gain and maintain control of 
the seas. 

“7. The naval service supports without res- 
ervation an effective Army and Air Force fully 
realizing that no one force or no one weapon 
by itself can assure the security of the United 
States. 

“8. The Navy will always be ready to sup- 
port, aid, and supplement the other services 
in the performance of their duties. The Navy 
welcomes the assistance of other services in 
the performance of naval tasks. 

“9. The economy of the United States has 
required, and will continue to require, our 
control of the necessary sea lines of com- 
munication. The fundamental strategy of the 
United States is essentially the strategy of a 
maritime power which occupies an island posi- 
tion. 

“10. Major war operations will require our 
establishment of advance overseas bases, de- 
fense of those bases, and logistic support for 
them and operations based upon them. 

“11. Any fighting force must destroy enemy 
forces and their operating bases which threat- 
en accomplishment of its mission. 

‘12. The Navy believes that victory in war 
will require the decisive defeat of the hostile 
armed forces. 

“13. Experience has shown that a Navy can 
exercise sea power effectively only as an in- 
tegrated force with its components—subma- 
rine, air, service, Fleet Marine Force, am- 
phibious forces, and all others, developed and 
working together as a balanced naval force 
with common understanding and toward a 
common end. There are no separate entities 
in an effective Navy. Each component is so 
closely entwined with other components and 
works so closely with others that like the 
vital parts of a living body, they are insepa- 
rable. For its greatest effectiveness the naval 
service must have the full understanding and 
active support of both the Army and the Air 
Forces. 

‘14. The Navy is the only force which can 
maintain control of the seas; to do so it fleets 
must be capable of conducting naval cam- 
paigns and operations, including amphibious 
operations, against air, surface, and subma- 
rine opposition. 

“15. The strength of the Navy will be meas- 
ured in the future, as it has been in the past, 
by the degree of precision striking power 
which it can develop through technical ex- 
cellence, integrated and comprehensive train- 
ing achieved under competent, courageous, 
and understanding leadership. 

“16. The naval service believes that the 
creation of a supreme general staff. and a sin- 
gle supreme military commander would be 
militarily unsound; would certainly lead to 
eventual distortion of the organization of the 
armed forces, and might subvert civilian con- 
trol of the military. : 

“17. The Navy believes that each service 
must strive to achieve a peak of performance 
Uniform standards should only be established 
at the level of the most efficient service. 
Uniformity of standards is not an end to be 

sought for its own sake. 

“18. The naval service believes that each 
service should be so constituted as to possess 
the personnel, tools and weapons necessary 
to discharge its full responsibilities.”’
